5.  Invited  visiting  brethren  of  sister  associations  to 
seats.  Elders  W.  T.  Broadway,  W.  L.  Young  and  breth- 
ren Lee  Owens,  Jacob  Morgan,  M.  C'  Morgan,  Love  Mor- 
gan, A.  N.  Surrat,  Sam  Snider  and  H.  E.  Walser  of  Ab- 
botts Creek,  and  Elder  W.  S.  Broom  of  Arkansas,  were 
present  and  seated.  Received  minutes  from  Senter  and 
Mountain  District. 

6.  Appointed  on  committee  of  arrangements  Elder  A. 
G.  Morton  and  brethren  S.  L.  Mullis  and  Aaron  Furr,  with 
moderator  and  clerk. 

7.  Elected  by  ballot  Elders  Thomas  Bell,  W.  T.  Broad- 
way, W.  S.  Broom  and  J.  E.  Williams  to  preach  at  the 
stand  on  tomorrow,  service  to  commence  at  10  a.  m. 

8.  Adjourned  till  half  past  nine  Monday  morning. 
Benediction  by  the  moderator. 

While  the  association  was  in  session  in  the  house  there 
was  preaching  at  the  stand  by  Elders  Bell  and  Broom. 
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SUNDAY,  MAY  5th. 

Service  commenced  at  the  stand  at  10  a.  m.  First,  by 
Elder  J.  E.  Williams  from  Jere.

C. ,  on  the  14th  day  of  March,  1907,  and  constituted  a  church 
of  Primitive  Baptist  faith  and  order,  styled  ''Running 
Creek."  Also  Bro.  P.  A.  Howard  reported  that  Elder  A. 
G.  Morton  and  Deacon  Henry  Carpenter  formed  a  presby- 
tery on  Saturday  before  4th  Sunday  in  April,  1907,  at  How- 
ards Chapel  and  ordained  Bro.  D.  B.  Howard  as  a  deacon 
of  that  church. 

13.  That  we  return  thanks  to  God,  this  church  and 
people  of  this  vicinity  for  kindness  and  hospitality  during 
this  meeting. 

14.  Adjourned  to  time  and  place  mentioned  in  last 
minute.    Benediction  by  the  moderator.

8.  That  Elders  J.  F.  Mills,  J.  E.  Williams,  A.  G.  Mor- 
ton and  W.  T.  Broadway  preach  at  the  stand  on  tomorrow, 
service  to  commence  at  10  a.  m. 

9.  Adjourned  to  half  past  nine  Monday  morning.  Ben- 
ediction by  the  moderator.

15.  Called  on  presbyteries  to  report.  Bro.  Joel  Mullis 
reported  that  Elders  J.  F.  Mills,  W.  S.  Broom  and  Walter 
Edwards  formed  a  presbytery  at  Pleasant  Grove  on  Friday 
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before  second  Sunday  in  September,  1907,  and  ordained 
brother  J.  A.  Jones  a  deacon  of  that  church.  Also  the 
clerk  reports  that  Elders  E.  E.  Lundy,  A.  G.  Morton  and 
W.  M.  Monsees  formed  a  presbytery  at  Wadesboro,  N.  C, 
on  fifth  Sunday  in  September,  1907,  and  constituted  a 
church  of  the  Primitive  Baptist  faith  and  order,  and  also 
ordained  brother  Adam  Green  a  deacon  of  same.

J.  F.  Mills  is  appointed  to  preach  the  introductory  sermon. 
Elder  Walter  Edwards  alternate,  and  that  the  annual  ses- 
sion be  held  with  the  church  at  Running  Creek,  Stanly 
county,  N.  C,  12  miles  west  of  Albemarle,  commencing  on 
Saturday  before  first  Sunday  in  October,  1908,  Elder  Hen- 
ry Taylor  to  preach  the  introductory  sermon.  Elder  Mills 
alternate. 

20.  That  we  request  Elder  Gold  to  publish  notices  of 
our  two  next  sessions  in  the  Landmark. 

21.  Resolved  that  it  is  only  necessary  for  the  churches 
to  send  their  statistics  to  fall  session  of  the  association. 

22.  That  the  clerk  superintend  the  printing  of  700  cop- 
ies of  these  minutes  and  distribute  as  usual  and  that  we 
allow  him  six  dollars  for  services. 

23.  That  we  return  thanks  to  God,  this  church  and 
people  of  this  vicinity  for  kindness  and  hospitality  during 
this  meeting.

Bear  Creek  Association  Minutes.  11 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH. 


Article  1.  We  believe  in  one  only  living  and  true  God, 
the  Father,  the  Word  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Art  2.  We  believe  in  the  man  Jesus  being  the  first  of 
all  God's  creation  and  the  pattern  of  all  God's  perfection 
in  nature,  providence,  grace  and  glory,  and  in  relative 
union  with  the  divine  Word,  and  thus  united  with  the 
whole  Trinity. 

Art.  3.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments  contain  the  only  written  revealed  word  of 
God,  and  are  the  only  perfect  rule  of  faith  and  practice  for 
God's  church  in  her  militant  state  while  here  on  earth. 

Art.  4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election,  that  God 
chose  his  church  in  Christ  Jesus  before  the  world  began. 

Art.  5.  We  believe  in  all  mankind's  apostacy  by  trans- 
gression in  Adam,  their  federal  head. 

Art.  6.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Original  Sin. 

Art.  7.  We  believe  in  the  impotency  of  man  to  recover 
himself  from  his  fallen  state  by  his  own  free  will  and 
ability. 

Art.  8.  We  belive  that  sinners  are  justified  freely  by 
grace  and  before  God  by  faith  in  Christ  and  his  righteous- 
ness only. 

Art.  9.  We  believe  that  God's  elect  or  church  shall  be 
called,  converted,  regenerated  and  sanctified  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  due  time. 

Art.  10.  We  believe  that  the  saints  shall  persevere  in 
grace  and  never  finally  fall  away. 

Art.  11.  We  believe  that  baptism  and  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per are  ordinances  of  Christ's  appointment  and  that  be- 
lievers alone  are  the  subjects  of  baptism  and  the  only 
proper  communicants  of  the  supper;  that  the  mode  of  bap- 
tism is  immersion,  and  that  neither  of  the  ordinances  is  to 
be  altered  or  changed  by  the  inventions  or  opinions  of  men. 

Art.  12.  We  believe  that  no  man  as  a  minister  has  any 
right  to  the  administration  of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the 
gospel  except  such  as  are  sound  in  the  faith  of  the  gospel, 
regularly  baptized,  called  of  God  and  have  come  under  the 
imposition  of  hands  by  a  regular  presbytery. 

Art.  13.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
both  the  just  and  the  unjust,  and  a  general  judgment. 

Art.  14,  We  believe  that  the  punishment  of  the  wicked 
will  be  everlasting  and  the  joys  of  the  righteous  eternal. 
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RULES  OF  DECORUM. 


1st.  A  Moderator,  or  Chief  Speaker,  and  Clerk  may  be 
chosen  by  the  suffrages  of  the  members  present. 

2nd.  The  Chief  Speaker,  or  Moderator,  shall  take  his 
seat  at  the  hour  to  which  the  association  shall  be  adjourned, 
and  after  prayer  shall  proceed  to  business.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  keep  order,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  priv- 
ilege of  speech  as  that  of  another;  provided  he  appoint  one 
of  the  members  to  fill  the  chair  during  the  exercise  of  such 
privilege,  and  in  no  case  shall  give  a  vote  unless  the  asso- 
ciation be  equally  divided. 

3rd.  Only  one  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  at  a 
time,  who  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  Chief 
Speaker  by  the  appellation  of  brother,  and  while  speaking 
shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  in  question,  and 
shall  not  be  interrupted  unless  he  digress  from  the  subject, 
and  shall  in  no  wise  reflect  on  any  other  speaker,  so  as  to 
make  remarks  on  his  slips  and  failings  and  imperfections, 
but  shall  fairly  give  his  own  views  of  the  case  without 
sophistry  or  criticism. 

4th.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  on  . 
one  subject  without  leave  of  the  association. 

5th.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the  associa- 
tion without  leave. 

6th.  No  member  of  the  association  shall  address  any 
other  member  by  any  other  term  or  name  than  that  of 
brother. 

7th.  The  Chief  Speaker,  or  Moderator,  shall  not  inter- 
rupt one  member  to  prohibit  him  from  speaking  until  his 
speech  is  finished,  except  he  break  the  Rules  of  Decorum. 

7th.  The  names  of  all  the  members  of  this  association 
shall  be  enrolled  by  the  Clerk,  and  be  called  over  as  often 
as  the  association  may  require. 

Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break 
or  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  rules  of  this  association, 
shall  be  reproved  by  the  association  in  any  way  they  may 
think  proper.
